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Welcome return to 


school hit by arson 


A SCHOOL is set to 
rise from the ashes of 
one which burned 
down five months ago 
when pupils return to 
their school site after 
the Christmas break. 

The 375 pupils at 
Newmarket’s St Felix 
Middle School will be back 
together for the first time 
since an arson attack 
destroyed the old build¬ 
ings. 

But their return to the site 
where prefabricated buildings

have been used to construct a 
new school, is more than six 
weeks later than expected. 

There remains a question 
mark over the long-term future 
of the school as Suffolk County 
Council is planning to switch to 
two-tier education where middle 
schools would have no place. 

The portable buildings have 
been installed as a “medium 
term” solution until the future of 
the school - and other middle 
schools in the Forest Heath 
district - is decided. 


A period of consultation over 
the controversial education 
shake-up ended on December 15 
and the county council’s cabinet 
is due to receive a report on the 
issue in February. 

Tony Bavington, head of St 
Felix school, has been critical of 
the county’s plans describing 
them as “threadbare” and 
“lacking intellect”. 

He said statistics quoted by the 
county council in support of a 
two-tier system were “meaning¬ 
less”. 

He said: “I think it is realistic 
to have a three-tier system in 
Newmarket even if the rest of 
the county goes two-tier.” 

A major campaign has been 


fought by parents to retain the 
town’s popular middle schools - 
St Felix and Scaltback - as well 
as Paddocks Primary school 
which could disappear in a 
“merger” with another school. 

But Mr Bavington welcomed 
the return of the school to a 
single site after the pupils and 
staff were scattered across three 
different school sites in the town. 

“There are still works being 
done and some work will 
continue even after we move in,” 
he said. 

The pupils will start classes in 
the new school buildings on 
Thursday, January 8, and Friday, 
January 9,2009, to allow staff more

Trust saves life of cherished cat 



EXPERTS at a leading animal 
charity helped save the life of a 
pedigree cat. 

Blue Bird, a nine-year-old British 
Blue cat, was brought to the 
Animal Health Trust, near 
Newmarket, after she started 
having trouble walking. Her back 
legs had gone weak and a spinal 
cord tumour was suspected. 

Her owner Damien Sparkes, from 
Nuneaton, Warwickshire, was 
devastated when his local vet said 
a tumour could be the cause of 
the problem. 

But his hopes were raised when X- 
rays suggested that the cat may 
have suffered a slipped disc. 
Confirmation was necessary using 
an MRI scanner and the Animal 
Health Trust is one of the few 
veterinary organisations with 
equipment powerful enough to 
obtain the detailed images 
needed. 

After a 100-mile journey to the 
Trust’s small animals centre at 
Kentford, Blue Bird underwent a 
scan which revealed she had three 
slipped discs in her spine. Her 
spinal cord was found to have 
been compressed to just 25 per 
cent of its normal size and could 
have suffered permanent damage 
without an operation. 

Mr Sparkes said: “Without the 
facilities and knowledge of the 
Animal Health Trust, Blue Bird 
would have surely had to be put 
down.” 

Alberta de Stefani, the specialist 
neurologist and neurosurgeon who 
operated on Blue Bird, said: “Such 
a severe compression, if left for 
too long, would have definitely 
caused permanent and 


devastating damage to the spinal 
cord. The operation, although 
risky, was the only chance for Blue 
Bird to get back to a normal life.” 

The operation, carried out at the 
end of October, has been declared 
a success. Blue Bird still needs 


physiotherapy and lots of rest to 
get back to full fitness. 

Mr Sparkes said: “I would like to 
thank everybody at the Animal 
Health Trust deeply for their part in 
saving the life of my cherished cat 
Blue Bird. 


“All aspects of her treatment were 
carried out with absolute 
professionalism, emotional 
sensitivity and the vets went 
beyond the call of duty. I cannot 
praise enough the service that was 
provided at such a difficult time.” 


‘Commonsense rules’ as 


factory bid turned down

RESIDENTS have wel¬ 
comed a planning in¬ 
spector’s rejection of an 
appeal over a contro¬ 
versial factory develop¬ 
ment. 

Work on the factory, off 
Studlands Park Avenue, 
Newmarket, was halted in 
August of last year after people 
living nearby protested about 
trees and a fence being 
uprooted by builders. 

Now a new bid by the land 
owners, Cl Industries, to get 
approval to resume building 
work has run into difficulties 
with the inspector’s rejection of 
an appeal against Forest Heath

District Council’s refusal to 
approve a new landscaping 
scheme for the development. 

The council had insisted that 
details of landscaping, inclu¬ 
ding new trees, shrubs and 
other plants, should be 
approved before work could 
start on the factory - even 
though permission for the 
building was granted in 2005. 

Councillors rejected the dev¬ 
eloper’s landscaping scheme in 
May - against the advice of 
their planning officials - and 
the company appealed. 



Now planning inspector 
Jennifer Vyse has ruled that 
the councillors were right to 
throw out the planting plans. 

She said, in her report: “I 
consider that the scheme 
proposed (by the company) 


would not be sufficient to help 
successfully assimilate the dev¬ 
elopment into its surroundings 
and would not safeguard the 
character of the area.” 

Residents in nearby Vincent 
Close had complained that the 
factory would overshadow 
their homes and would not be 
masked by trees or shrubs. 

Gordon Hall, a resident and 
former town councillor, said: 
“We’re happy with the 
decision. We feel commonsense 
has reigned.” 

Cllr Warwick Hirst, former 
Newmarket mayor and a 
district councillor, said: “It 
really is a victory for 
commonsense and fairness.”

Horse cruelty MP 
has ‘facts wrong’

AN MP has called for the 
Government to step in to 
tackle what has been 
described as an “alarm¬ 
ing level of death” among 
racehorses. 

But leading Newmarket 
trainer Mark Tompkins said 
the MP, Liberal Democrat Mike 
Hancock, who represents 
Portsmouth South, had “got his 
facts wrong”. 

Mr Tompkins, chairman of 
the Newmarket Trainers’ 
federation, said the industry 
was highly regulated to prevent 
cruelty and unnecessary 
slaughter of horses. 

Mr Hancock has tabled a 
series of Parliamentary 
Questions after a meeting with 
pressure group Animal Aid 
which has waged a campaign 
focussed on the racing industry 
for a decade. 

Animal Aid claims that less 
than half the 18,000 foals born 
on stud farms in Britain and 
Ireland go on to race. 

They argue that many of 
those that do not make the 
grade can end up being slaugh¬ 
tered for meat or face a life of 
neglect. 

The organisation also says

are put down as a result of 
injuries while racing or 
undergoing training. 

Mr Hancock has asked the 
Government to take action to 
halt over-production of foals. 
He has tabled an early day 
motion in the House of 
Commons asking the Govern¬ 
ment to “undertake and put 
into the public domain a full 
audit of racehorse production, 


death and injury”. 

He said: “Horses are mag¬ 
nificent animals and it is 
terrible that they are treated in 
such a way simply for sport. 
The research done by Animal 
Aid is greatly concerning. 

“It is a tragedy that so many 
horses a year die as a result of 
injuries sustained in racing and 
many more that don’t make the 
grade for racing suffer neglect 
or are slaughtered for meat. 

“I am determined to get the 
Government to act and improve 
the standards of animal welfare 
in the industry 

“It is not acceptable in this 
day and age for racing to be self¬ 
regulating to such a degree and 
proper statistics on the welfare 
of horses in racing must be 
published.” 

Mr Tompkins said the 
industry funded the Rehab¬ 
ilitation of Racehorses charity 
which helped to ensure that 
horses found another home. 

“Very few end up in the food 
chain,” he said. “We have to 
sign horse passports to say this 
won’t happen. 

“He thinks that in a recession 
the horses will suffer. But I 
think people have much more 
feeling for their animals. 

“We are an animal-loving 
country and our record is better 
than many other European 
countries.”

Think again 
on permits 

Sir, I note from the letter in your issue of 
December 11 (We have rejected this 
parking permit scheme once before) that 
there seems to be opposition to a 
residents’ parking scheme. 

I would urge people to think again. When 
these schemes were suggested initially 
in Bury St Edmunds there was the same 
opposition. However, following 
consultation, a scheme was introduced 
in one area. Residents in areas originally 
opposed to any such scheme could see 
how successful it was with the added 
bonus of a decrease in the amount of 
traffic and commuters avoiding the area 
as they were unable to park legally. 
Following the success of this first 
scheme St Edmundsbury Council was 
approached by residents in other areas 
of the town asking to have their streets 
included. As a result most residential 
areas close to the town centre are now in 
the scheme. 

I would advise Forest Heath council 
officers that these schemes can only 
work properly and get the support of the 
residents if there is strict enforcement of 
the parking regulations. Therefore there 
has to be a reasonable charge for 
permits as there is in Bury St Edmunds 
as it would not be right for other Council 
Tax payers to subsidise any scheme. 
Having spent many years, before retiring, 
managing the enforcement of the 
schemes in Bury St Edmunds I can 
assure your readers that these parking 
schemes can be of great benefit to 
residents.

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‘Miracle Christmas’ for 
young crash survivor

A BOY is looking forward to the 
Christmas his parents thought 
he might never see after he 
suffered life-threatening injuries 
in a crash. 

Aaron Bettoney, 10, suffered 
serious head injuries when his 
bicycle was in collision with a 
car in September. 

He was airlifted to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital with a 
fractured skull and was on a 
life-support machine for two 
days. After less than a month 
he returned home to his family 
in Red Lodge where he is 
continuing to recover. 

The young Liverpool FC fan has 
already had two early presents 
- two replica club shirts, a 
home strip and an away strip. 
One of the shirts was bought 
by friends who clubbed 
together to buy it. The other 
was donated by the club after 
local police told them about his 
accident.

Police Community Support 
Officer (PCSO) Timothy Hartup, 
a member of the Mildenhall 
neighbourhood team, wrote to 
Liverpool FC to ask for a shirt 
to replace the one Aaron was 
wearing when he was involved 
in the crash. 

As well as a new shirt, the club 
also sent programmes, posters 
and magazines. 

Aaron’s mum, Karen, is keen to 
support a campaign to make it 
a legal requirement for cyclists 


to wear helmets. Aaron was not 
wearing a helmet at the time of 
the crash and his head took the 
full force of the impact. He was 
otherwise uninjured. 

Mrs Bettoney, 42, who has 
worked as an exam invigilator 
at Newmarket College, said: “It 
is probable that he would not 
have been so seriously injured if 
he had been wearing a helmet. 
“I want it to be law for cyclists 
to wear helmets. If it isn’t, 
children will still give in to peer 


pressure and not wear them.” 

Mrs Bettoney and her husband 
David, 42, who works as a 
plumber, have four children and 
live in Warren Road, Red 
Lodge. 

PCSO Hartup said: “The event 
had a deep effect on the 
community of Red Lodge. As 
Mrs Bettoney has identified, 
many children have helmets, 
but it is not seen as ‘cool’ to 
wear them. 

“I shall be getting a new Safer 
Neighbourhoods Team bicycle 
in the New Year and look 
forward to being seen by all the 
youngsters of Red Lodge 
wearing the correct safety 
equipment. 

“Using Aaron’s experience and 
involvement in various youth 
groups in Red Lodge, I hope to 
educate both parents and 
youngsters that the wearing of 
cycle helmets is both essential 
and in fact, can be cool.” 

A series of road safety courses 
are planned in the village 
starting in February.

Threats councillor 
censured by panel 


A FORMER parish 
councillor has been 
disciplined for being 
abusive to council staff. 

Independent councillor 
David Wilson swore at two 
council staff in Mildenhall in 
a row over litter. 

Mr Wilson, who resigned 
after the incident, was 
subsequently prosecuted for 
threatening behaviour and 
was given a conditional 
discharge for six months. 

Now he has faced a stand¬ 
ards hearing at Forest Heath 
District Council. But he did 
not attend and has not 
responded to letters from the 
council and the officials 
investigating the incident. 

He is understood to have 
moved away from Mildenhall. 

A report to the hearing, 
which included district 
councillors, parish councillors 
and independent members - 
one of them a retired senior 
police officer - outlined the 
details of the incident, which 
happened on July 16,2007. 

Mr Wilson, who was a 
member of Mildenhall Parish 
Council at the time, told 
council worker Ken Fenn to

pick up litter on the town’s 
Jubilee Fields. 


Mr Fenn was driving a 
council vehicle towing a 
trailer and was emptying the 
dog waste bins and other bins 
around the field. 

In a statement to the 
hearing, Mr Fenn said he told 
Mr Wilson, who he did not 
recognise as a councillor, that 
he made a weekly litter 
collection walk along the bank 
of the nearby River Lark. But 
Mr Wilson insisted that he 
pick up the litter immediately. 

Mr Fenn responded by 
swearing and said: “Why don’t 
you just let me do my job?” 

Mr Wilson said: “I will get 
you fired for this.” 

He walked off swearing and 
later returned to say he had 


resigned from the council. 

He grabbed a cigarette out of 
Mr Fenn’s mouth and told him 
to “watch his back” because he 
was going to break his jaw and 
both of his legs. 

In the meantime Mr Wilson 
had been into the council 
office in the nearby Jubilee 
Centre where he swore at 
council administrative assist¬ 
ant Julie Hallett. 

He told Mrs Hallett to tell 
Caroline Steggles, the council 
chief executive, that he was 
resigning. But he did not 
formally send in a letter of 
resignation until October, 2007. 

The six-member hearing 
panel found Mr Wilson guilty 
of bullying, failing to treat 
others with respect and bring¬ 
ing the office of councillor 
into disrepute. 

But former senior police 
officer Vince Coomber, who 
chaired the panel, said they 
were disappointed that their 
options for punishment were 
limited because Mr Wilson had 
already resigned. 

They agreed to censure him 
and asked him to write letters 
of apology to Mr Fenn and 
Mrs Hallett.

S OME people are never 
satisfied. It wasn’t so long 
ago that making a sporty 
hatchback was simple: you 
lopped the rear doors off, 
changed the badge and ta-da! A 
car that’s largely the same as 
its five-door brother but that 
has greater appeal for the 
young of heart and the small of 
family 

But that’s not enough these days. 
Any manufacturer brave enough to 
offer a simple three-door will find 
themselves ignored by the 
fashionistas in favour of a coupe. 
The big firms are spending a 
surprising amount of cash turning 
their humble hatches into something 
much racier, and to that burgeoning 
list you can add the Seat Ibiza SC. 

The five-door Ibiza is hardly dull, 
with the kind of edgy design that’s 
become a Seat trademark, but the SC 
goes one further with a lower 
roofline and a heavily sculpted rear. 
It certainly lives up to its sporty tag, 
especially on the optional 17-inch 
alloy wheels, and the inevitably 
young target audience will love it. 

Step inside and the cabin is less 
dramatic but still has a strong 
appeal. The materials are of much 


better quality than before, and 
although the predominate colours 
are grey and black, it’s a pleasant 
place to be. The centre console is 
particularly smart, with red 
illumination bringing a sporty, high 
quality feel. The three-spoke steering 
wheel puts you in the mood for 
enthusiastic driving, while the 
standard sports seats improve the 
driving position and offer improved 
support. 

With a lower roofline there is the 
inevitable cost of reduced rear 
headroom, though that doesn’t mean 
the Ibiza SC can’t handle adults in 
the rear. Taller ones will want to be 
up front of course, but you can still 
load it up with friends for a night out 
without having to visit a chiro¬ 


practor on the way home. What’s 
more, there’s still 284 litres of boot 
space out the back. 

Right now there are three engine 
options available, all petrol: a 1.2-litre 
three cylinder, plus 1.4-litre and 1.6- 
litre four cylinder units. The 1.4-litre 
is likely to be the most popular, 
offering a decent compromise 
between economy and power. All 
three engines offer more than 40mpg 
and the insurance-friendly smaller 
units will be a winner with the 
young audience. 

Go for the range-topping Sport 
trim and as well as alloy wheels, 
leather on the wheel and gearknob 
and sports seats, it also gains stiffer 
suspension. As a result, body roll is 
reduced and the SC’s handling is 


notably more controlled, although 
this comes at the price of slightly 
reduced ride comfort. For those who 
want the sporty feel there’s no 
contest, but the softer SE model is 
almost as much fun while offering 
more comfort on poorer roads. 
Either way, the Ibiza SC is a fun 
machine, with responsive steering 
and plenty of grip. 

With a sensible head on you should 
probably go for the five-door Ibiza. It 
costs a little more, but you get the 
practicality of the extra doors and a 
little more rear headroom. But who 
on earth wants to be sensible? If 
your life allows you the luxury of 
only having three doors on your car 
then the Ibiza SC is going to be right 
up your street.
